— No, never ). I ask your attention for a moment, 
until I relate to yon an anecdote of Washington. (A 
V oice—“ He was a traitor, too, they say.”) Gen. 
Washington, when a young man, was, as we ali 
know, a planter upon the Potomac River. He had 
fine, large plantation. He had a neighbor who 
owned an adjoining plantation with whom he had a 
dispute as to the boundary line between the two. 
His neighbor was a tyrannical, despotic, resolute 
man, and probably conceived that he was the owner 
of the disputed territory. Washington—honest, reso- ■ 
lute, not desirous of interfering with the rights of 
others, yet firmly believing that the title to the dis- 
pufed line was in himself—one day was out walking, 
with his faithful servant by his side—and in these 
times, my friends, it was the practice to go through 
these large areas accompanied by an armed servant. 
Suddenly Washington found himself right upon the 
divided and disputed line, and he beheld before him 
his enemy, the claimant for the disputed line. The 
claimant stood before him armed. With a rifle ir 
his hand, he says to Washington: “ Sir, go back 




don’t you dare to cross that line.” Says Washing¬ 
ton calmly : “ I will cross it.” The enemy took his 
rifle and cocked it; says he : “ Sir, if you cross that 
line, I will kill you.” Washington coolly turned to 
his man; says he: “ John, do yon hear what he 
says ? He says if I cross that line he will kiH me. 
John, I intend to cross that line; when he takes aim, 
yon take aim (applause and laughter); and, John, 
when he shoots me, yon shoot him” (applause). 
Now, my friends, the application that I make is, that 
when one of yofir own fellow-citizens—be it the 
humble individual before you or any other—shall be 
taken in the discharge of his rights and in the main¬ 
tenance of them, do you strike down the tyrant that 
does it (great applause, and Voices—“That weyill”). 
I declare lor peace and as preparatory for peace, am I 
in favor of a cessation of hostilities, that propositions 
may be made or accepted, which shall conduce to, or 
result in, an amicable adjustment of the causes which 
led to this war. I am not for a peace based upon 
the final separation of the States—but for peace as 
the only means which will lead to restoration, and 
am opposed to, and until the popular voice of the 
country shall declarq for it, shall continue to oppose 
any movement which has for its aim theffireaking up 
of the glorious old Unio^ under which we have lived 
and prospered for over three quarters of a century. 
Upon this occasion I have not the time to go into an 
extensive analysis of the grounds upon which I can 
sustain my demand lor a cessation of hostilities. 
The address and resolutions which have been sub¬ 
mitted and approved, cover them fully. I will how-| 
ever, submit ten propositions, each capable of eluci¬ 
dation, which, upon other occasions, I will attempt 
maintain. These are: 

1. The war should cease, becalise it should never 
have been commenced, inasmuch as there is no coerciv* 
military power in the Federal government as against 
the States, which are sovereign, and in possession ofl 
all power not delegated. If power or coercion exists 
at all, it is legal, and not military. 

2. Because there was no necessity for it. An 
amicable adjustment of the questions in dispute could 
have been, and can be still, procured on terms of 
fairness and equality. 

3. Because, however legal and just at the 
encement, it Jias been diverted from its ostensible 

original purpose, and made a war for the abolition 
of slavery and the extinguishment of the Southern 
States, as such, which, of course, as a consequence, 
subverts the government itself. 

4. Because it is made a pretext for the most out¬ 
rageous and damnable crimes against the liberty of 
the citizen, the rights of property, and even gainst 
the form of government under which we have lived. 

5. Because it is creating a stupendous public 
money debt, which must bear down labor, destroy 
capital, and finally cause national bankruptcy and 
dishonor. 

6. Because in the military it is establishing 
and dangerous power, which already overrides the 
Umrtsmnd the Constitution, and which history teaches 

f fhen once firmly, eetahlinhed becomes permanent, 
iispotic and tyrannical. When mintary law sub- 
rerts the civil law, liberty departs forever. 

T. Because there is neither in the civil nor in the 
military departments of government any man or men- 
of sufficient mental power to successfully prosecute 
the war against the vastly superior statesmen and 
generals of the South. 

8. Because the commercial wealth of the country, 
derived from foreign trade, and largely enhanced by 
Southern products, must gradually disappear if this 
war continues. As yet, artificial stimulants have 
supplied the defection of sound mercantile resources; 
but time must dissipate them, and then will follow a 
reaction terrible—overwhelming and annihilating. 

9. Because the popular enthusiasm necessary to 
conduct the war and supply the failing armies has 
subsided. Force, by a draft, cannot supply the in¬ 
dispensable requisite. Republicans who have grown 
up with the idea of personal freedom, and right to 
political opinions and action, cannot be so suddenly 
changed as to become willing instruments of power, 
and be used effectually against their own convictions 
of policy and right. 

10. And, finally, because experience should ad¬ 
monish us that the overruling power of God is 
against us. We cannot succeed in what we have 
undertaken. Hence every dollar expended is tiirown 
away—every life lost is little less than murder— 
every acre of land laid waste is so much toward 
national impoverishment—and every day’s continu¬ 
ance of war places an additional barrier between us 
and reunion, and drives another nail in the coffin of 
the Republic. 

My friends, need I say more ? Need I attempt the 
elucidation of these premises ? The mere statement 
of these positions, without argument or illustration 
or reference, of itself proves the the case. “ Truth is 
mighty and will prevail ”—and hence let these facts, 
thus briefly, though feebly expressed, go forth to the 
world as the evant courier of the returning reason of 
the American people. The war must cease sooner 
or later!_ Tto is an accepted fact, and why continue 
the conflict in the face of this overwhelming array 
of reasons for its immediate discontinuance ? It is 
madness—because to do so is suicidal and criminal. 
AR who are parties to its continuance participate ini 
the responsibilities. They are particeps criminis, 
and before the expiration of another Presidential 
term, will hide their heads in shame, penitence and 
contrition. Alay the Almighty change their hearts 
and their morals, and return their reason. May He 
deem the sacrifice of human life—the fell destruction 
of property—and the general devastation which 
has laid waste the fairest portion of our national ■" 
heritance a sufficient atonement for the national s' 
we have committed, and may peace, unity, prosperity 
and fraternity be once more restored to us, that we 
may transmit the institutions of our fathers unim¬ 
paired to our posterity. Fellow-citixens, be calm, 
prudent and thoughtful! Liberty % cowering behind 
passion, and power is dallying with her there. Preju¬ 
dice is dethroning reason, and raising an oracular 
temple upon her ruins. Stupidity mocks at calamity 
and rei^aches patriotism. Pandora’s Box is open. 
Men eflSSew York, be firm. Define your position, 
and maintain it. Let no idle gasconade come from 
you to insult the hopes of your bleeding country. 
Liberty is the high mark, the first object—maintain 
that, and then restore the Union. A drowned man 
may be resuscitated ; bis friends wilPapply restora¬ 
tives, and they will do it promptly, calmly, earnestly, 
and they will do it so long as there shall be the least 
indications of existing vitality, however feeble and 
doubtful. So with our country. If it is worth any¬ 
thing, it is worthy every sacrifice we can make for 
its restoration, which must come speedily, •"

[The tollowing is a statement of the resolves at the Cop¬ 
perhead meeting at which Fernando Wood spoke:] 

The resolutions declare fealty to the Constitution 
„.id to the sovereignty of the States and of the peo¬ 
ple ; that, under the Constitution, there is no power 
to coerce the States or any of them by military force ; 
that the war is contrary to the Constitution, and 
should be put an end to ; that attempts to do away 
with the provision of the Constitution, which points 
out how crimes are to be punished, are high-handed 
violations of the sworn duties of our rulers ; that the 
claim of dictatorial and unlimited military power 
and trial of citizens by courts-martial are monstromi 
and execrable; that the dogma of unlimited submis¬ 
sion to the Executive branch of the government is 
unworthy an American oitiaeu; that we protest 
against the cowardly, despotic, inhuman and a‘ 
cursed act of the banishment of C. L. V allandiglmn 
and that we recommend a suspension of hostilities, 
and the holding of a eonventiou to settle the manner 
of recognizing the contending sections ; and the meet¬ 
ing, in addition to the adoption of these resolutions, 
recommended the appointment of a State General 
Committee, to call future conventions of the peace 
Democrats. 


THE SGOUBGED BACK.

AxTOxa the Oriental legends respecting Christ, 
there is one to this effect: Arriving one evening at 
the gates of a city, he sent his disciples forward to 
prepare supper, while he himself, always interested, 
in his fellow-men, walked through the streets' to the 
market-place, seeking for an occasion of doing good. 

In a corner of the square he saw a crowd of people 
gathered about some object that lav on the ground. 

He drew near, and discovered thin; it was a dead 
dog with a rope round his neck, by which he ap'* 
peared to have been first 'strangled and afterwards 
dragged through the dirt; a viler, a more abject, a 
more unclean and disgusting thing never met tbe 
eyes of man. They who stood by—they were not 
many, for the sight was too sickening to look at 
long—gazed on the miserable carcass with loathing. 

“ Faugh! ” said one, “ what a stench I It pollutes 
the air!” “How long,” said another, “shall this, 
creature oflTend our sight ? 'Where are the scaven¬ 
gers to put him away ? ” “ Look at his torn hide,”Jg'_” 
exclaimed a third ; “ yon could not make a-t>hi}d!»Kl 
shoe out of it.” “ Ifes, and his ears,” cried a fourth, 

“ all cut and jagged and bleeding.” “ See«the flies 
swarming about him and licking his wounds,” add'ed 
a fifth. “ Hung for thieving, I suppose,” su^ested 
a sixth; “ wretched cur! ” 

Jesus heard the remarks of the bystanders, hut 
only said, as he looked down at the dead animal. 

" How white are his teeth ! whiter than any pearls! ” 

The people turned toward him in amazement, and 
said among themselves, “ This must be Jesus of Naz¬ 
areth, for no other could see beauty in a dead dog.” 

And, hanging their heads, they went their way. 

This lovely story jumped into bur minds as we 
received from Baton Rouge the photographic likeness 
of a slave’s naked back, lacerated by the whip. 

Another humane office of the photograph! We 
have long blessed'it for strengthening family ties, 
and endearing kindred to one another ; we bless it 
now for quickening the larger sentiment of human¬ 
ity, and making us feel tenderly our brotherhood 
with the humblest. We have long been grateful to 
it for keeping in the light those we knew ; we are 
grateful to it now for dragging forth to the light 
those we knew not, hut ought to know. . The fact 
stands before our eyes in this picture, that there is 
nothing covered which shall not be revealed, jior hid 
w'hich shall not be known. The poor slave shows 
his wounds in New York, and “ the instrument 
lie.” _ Deny the evidence of the sun, who can ? . 

It is a terrible showing. This man was whipped 
-whipped, oh hideous to think of! when crazy, at 
Baton Rouge, in the month of October, 1862. The 
eye of the sun fell on the camera which transferred 
his torn skin to the paper, on the 2d of April, 1863, 
five or six months after the scourging, when the 
frightful laceration was partially healed, and only 
scars remained. But what must the whipping have 
been to leave such scars! The back looks like a 
plate of iron, eaten by acids and corroded by rust; 

6r like a walnut-table honey-combed by worms. 

From the shoulders to the waist, great welts and fur- 
and ridges, raised or gouged by the lash, run 
crosswise and lengthwise, mingling in the middle in 
— awful mass of scab. Bits as big as the hand 
n to have been cut out of the flesh. No wonder 
that, at this distance of time, the man looks thin and 
ghastly, though he was a strong man,.and must be 
a man of fine physique and presence. The shoulders 
are broad; the muscles of the back firm. The left 
arm, the only arm visible, is long and sinewy. The 
head is well placed, and the profile—not a Mofile oT| 
the extreme African type—is full of manly energy. 

A strong short whisker and beard give poWer to the 
jaw which needs no such evidence to show its manli¬ 
ness, for resolution and force are stamped on the 
whole formation of the face. Wa look on the picture 
with amazement that cannot find words for utter¬ 
ance. Amazement crooUy mhieU -eould per- 

petnkfo mich an outrage a«M mb ; at t’ne .biutal -fbUy, 
the stupid ignorance, that could permit ^iieh a piece 
of Infatuation; at the. absefice not only of humane 
feeling, but of economical prudence, of common 
sense, of ordinary intelligence, displayed in such 
frantic thoughtlessness. Among what sort of people 
are such things possible ? For ourselves, we really 
cannot imagine. Doubtless tbe people among whom 
such a deed was done could stand by, like the critics 
of the dead dog, with only jeers and curses for the 
“ nigger.” “ Lazy hound! ” we hear them saying.

BEITISH AND FOREIGN ANTI-SLAVERY\ 
SOCIETY. 

[The London paiiers by the Per.iia bring us reports ot 
this Anniversary, from which we make the following 
tracts:] 

Lord Brougham did not fake the chair at the 
nual meeting of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery 
Society, which was held, in London on the 22d of| 
May. Mr. Buxton, M.P., said that a letter had been 
received from Lord Brougham, stating that 
was to blame for putting him forward as the Chair-1 
man who was to have presided at the meeting, but 
he thought it better not to take the chair, as more 
consistent with that neutrality which he thought 
ought to be observed by every one in the contest now 
going on in America. The following letter was ah 
read: 

Legation of the UnitedStates,London, May 21,1863. 

Sib: 1 am directed by the President of tbe United States 
to acknowledge on his behalf the reception of the proceed¬ 
ings of a special meeting of the British and Foreign Anti- 
Slavery Society of the 19th of January last, which were 
transmitted to him throngh the medium of this legation. 
It gives him picasnre to observe that these proceedings 
distinguished by an earnest desire that peace may now 
forever he preserved between the United States and Great 
Britainthat the Union of his own country, which is the 
bulwark of its safety, may be maintained, and especially 
that it mayjiot be overthrown so as to give room to a new 
nation to be founded on the corner-stone of human slavery. 

I am farther directed to say tliat the justice of these senti¬ 
ments, as well as the confidence in the President, which is , 
expressed In the proceedings, would entitle the subjects of 
Great Britain who constitute this meeting to a special, 
grateful, and fervent notice on his part. His sentiments * 
the subject involved have, however, been so folly c 

-ed in replies which have been made to the wprking 

_ of Manchester, to the citizens of London assembied 

at Exeter Hall on the evening of the 29th of January last, 
and to the citizens of Bradford, that, instead of repetition, 
he prays that yon will consider the spirit expressed in them 
iS equally entertained in the present case.

He was sorry to differ from so many excellent friends, 
with whom, on other points, he had hearty fellow¬ 
ship, but of course it was competent for one man to 
take one view, and another another of these great 
events (hear). It showed the sound feelings ofl 
the working classes on the subject of slavery when ' 
they saw them so carried away by abhorrence to it 
that they had become blinded to the other views 
of the case (interruption) He (Mr. Buxton) was 
not going to argue this question, but it did seem to 
him that a war which bad plunged that continent 
and desolation—which had caused the lives 
of half a million of men—was to be lamented (in¬ 
terruption—and a Voice—“ Who began it?”). He 
only wished to make these remarks to guard him¬ 
self, but at the same time it was impossible to look 
at what had taken place in America without feeling 
more and more encouraged at the prospect of the 
ultimate abolition of slavery (cheers). He him¬ 
self confessed that on one point he was wrong. He 
looked at firs' wiih the utmost possible apprehension 
and anxiety upon the proclamation of Mr. Lincoln. 
He thought it but a tendency to rouse th6 slaves 
to rebellion. He knew the horrors that had taken 
place in the risings of their own slaves in the col¬ 
onies, and he therefore regarded with some anx¬ 
iety the prospect of a revolt, which would be fraught 
with unspeakable miseries and calamities. All these 
apprehensions had proved to be vain (cheers). 
Tbe negroes had shown that patience, that wonderful 
forbearance, that spirit of forgiveness, wlycb was 
always characteristic of these races, and had not 
brought on themselves and others those calamities 
that were feared. Happily, thej- saw day by day 
the cause of abolition extending itself over that con¬ 
tinent. They found that wherever it was possible 
the negroes had shaken off the'ir bondage, and had 
undergone cruel sufferings and bitter trials in order 
■ make their way,under the Federal flag (cheers). 

was most gratifying to find that th.e offer of the 
President to supply funds for the redemption of the I 
slaves was bearing fruit, and that the great State of 
Missouri was every day advancing toward the light 
"of perfect freedom. The great point to establish was 
that the negro worked as well, and better, under 
freedom than under slavery. People would never 
allow that thfiir experiment with their West India 
possessions had been successful; but that arose, hi 
thought, from ■ ignorance (cheers). He himself had 
examined the matter very carefully, and he believed 
that the circumstance that the masters were de-| 
prived of their capital, and were consequently notable 
to pay the negroes wages, accounted for the state of | 
affairs which prevailed for some time there. Now, 
however, their West Indian colonies sent home 
;£6,000,000 worth of sugar cultivated by the free 
negroes ; but, besides, the experiments that were go¬ 
ing on in the United States must attract the attention 
of the slave-owners. They found that a large 
her of negroes had been selected to act as soldiers 
for the United States, and had shown bravery and 
steadiness under heavy perils, and he only wished 
that greater opportunities had been given them to 
show the good stuff that was in them (cheers). 
They had also been Anployed in works con¬ 
nected with the camp and other public operations, 
and there was no complaint of their refusal to work 
or showing any desire to wallow in idlenesfj. But 
in addition to these experiments, there were numbers 
of free negroes employed in the cultivation of cotton 
and sugar, and although sufficient time had not yet 
elapsed to show the full results of the experiment, 
so far as it had gone there was every reason to be¬ 
lieve that the negroes were steady, industrious and 
submissive, and that nothing in fact was wanted to 
the free negro work except that he should be 
paid regularly (cheers). - Slavery was in r" 
spects ruinous to the country in which it c 
and the only plea advanced for it was that 
negro would not work for wages it was necessary 
to make him work by the whip. That plea 
tng disproved in the presence of the slave-owners 
themselves, and it was becoming every day 
lAanileat that it was more economical to pay a ne- 


nigger.’’ “Lazy hound!” we hear them saying,

pose ! insulted the overseer! would not work 1 had a 
copy of Uncle Tom in his hat! Stole something from 
his master I Wanted to be free! Won’t do itagain,

The significant point is, not that such brutality is 
exercised on a man, but that it is exercised on such 
If he were a Bomba, now, or another sense¬ 
less despot, who “ erected atheism into a form of gov¬ 
ernment ; who contributed to mankind nothing but 
poverty, and wretchedness, and sin,” one’s indigna¬ 
tion would subside to a mild form of disapproval, 
that the jiunishment of a criminal should assume so 
—■■■"'re a form. If he wefe an unscrupulous states- 

-, who used his fellow-ereatoes like pawns on a 

chess-board ; if he were a meB-spirited politician, 
who made it his business to spread nets for his fel¬ 
low-creatures, to cheat, and to mislead, and devour 
them for his profit, emr sense of the barbarity of the 
infliction would ix considerably mitigated by the 
reflection that, on the whole, he got no more than his 
deserts. Or, if he wer^ not so bad as this; if he 
simply a useless or not promising member of 
society; if he were simply an unproductive con¬ 
sumer, a fop, a dandy, an elegant lounger, a city 
swejl—if he were a common rake, a debauchee, a 
driver of fast horses—our pity for the sufferer woffid 
not be aggravated by th» thought of severe personal 
indignity and degradation; you would not grieve for 
manhood outraged, or a high spirit broken, or a 
great social class dishonored. 

But this hnmble man, this poor man, this untaught 
man, this down-trodden man, this wwking man, this 
negro, represents the laboring class. He is a tiller 
ofthe soil, a cultivator, a servant of King Cotton ; 
one of the most useful men in the community ; a man 
who eats little and toils much ; a man who is nine- 
tenths production, 'and only one-tenth consumption. 

They scourge his back! Because he won’t work ? 

Neither will Bomba work. Neither will his master 
work. What right have you to say whether he shall 
work or not ?—whether he shall work here or else^ 
where, at this labor or at another, lor this 
that employer ? 

But why won’t he work ? Has he not the cravisgs 
of other men ? Has he not a mouth to fill,« back f 
clothe, a head to shelter, children to projpde lor 
Would he as lief starve as be fed, shiveiias I 
warm, stand exposed to the elements as be under 
roof, see his children die as see them live ? Is he 
inaccessible to the ordinary motives which 
stimuli to the working powers of mankind? Does 
nothing for the rewards ? Is he deaf to 
praise ? Do offers of sure and adequate wages make 
no impression on him ? Then he is less than a beast. 

Can he be less than a beast and have the form, the 
organization, the habits of a man ? Yes, he maybe ; 
for humanity bestialized is worse than bestial ; but 
if he is, it is ye who have made him so, ye nobles of"! 
the cowskin, ye aristocrats of the eat-o’-nine-tails, ye 
nabobs of the pickle pot and the brine-tub 1 Man 
may be less than man, as woman may be less than 
woman. How much less than men, then, are they 
who work the desecration? 

Were any beast of burden treated as this noble- 
looking black ■ was treated ; were any ox, or horse, 
or mule so beaten that his wounds were ghastly at 
the end of six months of effort on the part of nature 
heal them, his owner would be execrated by ev¬ 
ery one of bis neighbors. But they who can heat 
a man thus, put him lower than an ox, a horse 
mule—and his deed is ikerefere not abhorred. The 
best treatment the black man gets at the. hands of | 
his master is the same that is bestowed on the span¬ 
iel ; a bone with a little meat on it; a spot of shade 
to lie in ; a caress which is an insfBt; an indulgence 
which is a degradation. The worst he gets is not 
this lacerated back. 

It is this ignoring of humanity that we complain 
of; this utter failure to preserve the manhood of 
man ; this utter scorn of the truth that God has 
made of one blood all races to dwell on the face of 
the earth;-this mode, of testing humanity by the 
color of the skin; this assumption of the bestial in 
all that is not white ; this cai'elessness as to whether 
the negro will work for wages like other men, whe¬ 
ther he can improve, whether freedom will be to hi

An ever 
vigilant foe is ready to make our necessity his oppor¬ 
tunity, and to bridge the season of famine with vic¬ 
tory. In defence, we resort to the tardy process of I 
conscription, exposed to the wilful hinderance of tbe 
factious, and the qpavoidable delays even of the 
loyal. Now is the time for that military necessity 
which justly bereaves our Northern hearths for the 
preservation of the nation, to complete its settlement 
of. the irrepressible conflict, and to ensure the free¬ 
dom of what it preserves. The Border States, like 
every dog, have had their day.

It was also a gratifying 
thing that such a deadly blow should have been 
given to the Spanish-Ouban slave trade by the treaty 
with the United States, and that the flag of the 
Gnited States would no longer protect the slave ship 
(cheers). With the increasing love of freedom and 
the increasing abhorrence of slavery, which, in spite 
of all drawbacks, was still spreading over the 
heart fend conscience of the world, theyrinight look to 
sfe that gre.atest of all curses, the Spanish-Cuban 
slave trade abolished (cheers). The slave trade 
with Brazil, to which, a few years ago, 70,000 
negroes used to be carried annually, was now 
abolished. He earnestly hoped and believed that 
they would see the abolition of slavery spreading 
more.and more over both continents of .4mei-ica, anr.

It is plain we have not yet arrived at that stage 
of war when defeat begins to be an unmixed disas¬ 
ter. Never was the proverb true, if 
that “ knowledge by suffering entereth ”; and if the 
past two years have been to us an unsparing school¬ 
master, we are none the less beholden for every 
steipe we have received. Not one could w« have 
dispensed with, not one which has not borne us 
wholesome fruit. Indeed, personal accountability 
aside, that bloodiest scourge of all, the hero of the 
'Peninsula, may be reckoned our most undoubted 
benefactor, and not less necessary to our moral suc¬ 
cess than the first Bull Run retreat to our military.

Be the blame where it may, 
in the men who fight or the men who lead—in the 
army of tbe Potomac, in Hooker or Halleck—our 
arms are once more baffled, and the Confederacy 
still stands. What follows ? Is freedom driven 
back, or, as has hitherto happened, is not slavery 
after all the main loser, and never so near its doom 1

FALSE SCENT—ANTAGONISM OP RAGES^ 

A CASK of color at Antioch College has furnished 
much consolation to the Democratic journals through¬ 
out the West, and has brought out a general display 
of that humanity which elevates its own nobility by 
brutal insolence toward the weak and defenceless. 
It was reported that a girl attending the College had 
a mixture of African blood, whereupon a number of 
students began to assert the purity of their blood by 
the baseness of their breeding, and staid out of their 
classes in order to force the expulsion of the girl. 
The Democratic journals sympathized. It was game 

a high enough for them. The Cincinnati Enquirer 
an article on “ the antagonism of races,” show¬ 
ing the prejudice against color to be one of the noblest 
and most ineradicable instincts of our nature, just: 
in the Irish riots against, colored laborers it had 
ponderous article arguing; “ the right of society 
exclude undesirable elements.” Drawing on its 
imagination for its statements, it described the Col¬ 
lege as established on the idea of unity of race and 
universal human brotherhood, and that “ tbe Admin¬ 
istration and its party had determined that the negro* 
shall he frefe, equal and enlightened,” “ the faculty, 
•ambitious to have a^hand in the great work, and to 
win a name that should resound through the whole 
earth, determined to embark in this enterprise ofl 
negro elevation,” for which purpose they had sought 
out and “ introduced a female colored student from 
Oberlin, to try the experiment, and learn how her 
kind would be received.” 

A letter from the President of the College punc¬ 
tures this flatulency of the imagination. He says a 
femalp student of Indian descent came, without invi¬ 
tation or previous knowledge of any member of the 
Faculty, and aiiplied for admisaion. She presented 
testimqpies of a good moral «haracter, passed a satis¬ 
factory examination, and in accordance with the cus¬ 
tom of the College, was admitted. Meeting the whole 
subject squarely, the President says 
“ If sbe had been Africo-American instead of Americo- 
American, it would have been the same. Some of the 
students, in their sensitiveness, mistaking her Indi.u traits 
for negro, lieeaine alarmed and .staid out of their classes, 
'idently iliinking liiat for the sake of compromising with 
._eiii the Faculty would send the obnoxious studeut away. 
Finding, however, Unit ihc Facnlty was not to he moved in 
this way, and not wisliing to leave the school, most of tliem 
came to the Faculty, acknowledged the error of then 
course, gave written pledges of good hehuvier for ilie 
future, pleaded coiiseientious convictions, and those who 
wished were peimiiced to select studies in other classeii. 
The Faculty have not in this case, nor ever before, spcci- 
"lly ‘introduced colored students,’ but no aristocracy tif 
■ealtb, sect, sex, or complexion,has ever been established 
ere, to exclnde any stodeiilof good morals and corapetent 
attainments from the privileges of tbe school. The Faculty 
’ either taken a new position nor receded Irom an"

BLACK MEN IN EUROPE. 

Ws have received at our office a visit from a young 
gentleman of African blood, born in Brooklyn, who 
has just returned from Germany, after spending four 
years there in the study of medicine. He comes 
home as well educated as his fellow-students of 
whiter hue who sought, with him, the advantage of 
foreign study. He' mentions that he never received 
an insult on account of his color during his whole 
foreign residemJe. On the contrary, he was every¬ 
where treated with marked courtesy, invited freely 
into the best society, and in fact was everywhere a 
great favorite. This gentleman comes home to his 
native city to find that his fellow-citizens of the same 
blood are mobbed in their workshops for no other 
crime than the color of their skin. He finds in New 
York that he can ride only in certain cars assigned 
specially for “ colored people ”—though this insult, 
we are happy to say, has not been organized into a 
custom in Brooklyn. He finds that, after attending 
iLo in Germany, at which, -when he 

Mose, he paid for ana occupied the beijtAieat in 
house—he cannot go to the Academy ol Music with- 
meeting the sneers of the bad-mannered men and 
women who make up our so-called good society. 
He cannot hire a pew in the broad aisle of a fashion¬ 
able church, but must sit under the gallery, out of 
the way. After four years of forgetfulness of his 
color, because no one reminded him of it in a foreign 
land, he comes to his native city to find his own skin 
turning evidence against his respectabiUty. But we 
hope the day is not far distant when this unchristi&n 
prejudice against color will fade out of our American 
society. It is now hardly less than a half-slavery in 
the free States—a burden grievous to be borne—one 
of the yokes which yet remain to be broken before 
the oppressed shall go free. A dark skin may be 
less comely than a white, hut

rior to the pure white, although the Indian in his 
natural state is by no means a wholesome object, and 
has almost none of the susceptibility of the black 
race to civilization, and is vastly inferior to the 
blacks in that primary test of capacity—the preser¬ 
vation of the race. 

It wonld seem that the hostility to the blacks must 
be a prejudice to nature. It cannot be a moral sen¬ 
timent, lor they who foster it are, as a rule, lacking 
in moral sentiments. This is a striking instance. 
The Enquirer affects an extreme nicety in the matter 
of complexion, yet it is so regardless of morality as 
to make this elaborate misrepresentation of a public 
institution of high character, coined entirely out of 
its own diseased brain. Yet the prejudice cannot he 
in nature. The fading complexion of the blacks 
refutes that. Ttis shows that nature is not repeRant; 
therefore the prejudice must be artificial. 

Suppose “ this antagonism of races is instinctive’ 
and ineradicable.” as The Enquirer says it has 
insisted ;■ suppose it is a thing of nature and exists 
strongest in those whose moral perceptions are low¬ 
est ; -what then ? Is it a thing to be aided by legal 
ostracism and oppression, fostered by malignant agi¬ 
tation and misrepresentation, and incited to hostil¬ 
ity ? _ Is that the part of the nobler race toward the 
inferior ? Even the brute races could not exist if 
governed by a principle so barbarous. Is the negro 
prejudice A^^st prejudice of race imthe world ?JJt, 
compaipd wTih nntTigonisnis ol 
religibh that have existed tor ages under the same 
govqmment. It is young and feeole compared with 
the prejudice against the Jews ; and a_kindly leeling 
compared with the ancient' antagonis’m ol Catholic 
and Protestant. 

There are besides plenty'of antagonisms of race 

this country, which occasionally run to an attempt 
at imposing constitutional disabilities; and such a 
proposition is now before the rebel Congress in the 
tota of a bill to exclude all foreigners from citizei- 
ship.

Louis has witnessed the turning over of a new 
leaf in her government. A number of her citizens, 
holding respectable social positions, and guilty of no 
violation of local laws or regulations, have been 
expelled, and will henceforth be refused the privi¬ 
lege of revisiting their former homes under penalty 
of being arrested and treated as spies by the opera¬ 
tion of military law. These parties are not dilven 
out in wantonness. They are not guiltless of offense . 
They have proven themselves to be enemies of the 

g overnment under which they have lived, and which 
as protected them, and under which most of them 
w'ere bCrn—but they have not taken up arms against 
that government, nor made any demonstrations of 
opposition to it, which could in a military sense he 
said to be acts of hostility. Their expulsion, there- 
fipre, is the maturation of a new—a radical policy 
—a policy which goes to the root of the evil with 
which the country is afflicted, and attacks its first 
cause, which is social. 

This step has been taken only at the end of two 
years of war and ruin, and when its absolute neces¬ 
sity to the attainment of peace has been demon¬ 
strated. The authorities and the 'people alike have 
been educated up to the measure in the school of 
adversity. The lesson of radicalism has been taught 
by many stripes, but it has been taught in a manner
